"Evei’ybody  ad.alta  tlwt  ’ntei-natlonal  rolatlona  In  Mancliurla  •uid 
Mongolia  have  become  very  connlex  of  late.  It  la  obaervable  that  the 
Communlsta  rho  have  aecurod  their  foot'ing  in  Outer  Mongolia  %ro  ratohlng 
for  on  op»ort\ui1ty  of  oxtor.dlng  their  rif  uonce  aouth-arda.  The 
fact  la  quite  ob'/lo'-.a  that  the  riots  wiioh  liave  ''roken  out  so  often 
<n  Ohlon*ao  since  1924  ’ere  at  the  'nstJgatlon  of  Husalan,  Chinese  or 
Korean  Coamunlats,  On  the  other  hand,  the  abandonment  of  her  priority 
of  'nvestmenta  In  I'nnohurla  and  ongolla  by  Janan  at  the  '  ashlngton 
Confei^ce  opened  the  "ay  for  Inveotments  by  countries  other  than  Ja'^ 

In  ralT’ay  and  other  enterprises  In  those  territories. 


THE  RLCOV  ;Ry  OF  RIGHTS  HOVF.iTSHT 


The  rights- recovery  movonont  '*hlch  has  Itneased  vigorous  gro*^h  among 
the  Chinese  -n  rrcent  years  has  rendered  Slno-Jepanese  relat  one  mere 
difficult.  Those  seized  *’lth  this  rlghts-recovery  mania  are  bent  on 
recovering  all  rights  and  Interests  h'thcrto  enjoyed  by  foreigners,  no 
natter  -'hether  they  are  intended  for  the  promotion  of  mutual  economic 
interests  and  oi'osnerlty  or  ’•'hethor  they  are  quite  legally  and  legitimately 
held  by  them.  In  concoquence,  J  i'^an's  rights  and  Interests  in  Manchuria 
and  Mongolia  have  often  b^en  atten  ^ted.

"Japan's  vested  rights  and  Interests  in  Manchuria  and  Mongolia  are, 
needless  to  say,  of  vital  Importance  to  her  existenoe.  The  maintenance  of 
peace  and  the  protection  of  Ja^vxn's  rights  and  Interests  In  Manchuria 
and  Morujllo  are,  IndOrd,  cnrr.ntl;.!  to  *he  very  existence  of  the  Juwnese 
navlcn,  Ho'*  to  protect  these  r'  hts  and  Interx'nte  ’n  the  face  of  the 
gro'-lng  complexity  of  Intematicno.l  reL-ttione  is  a  matter  *'hlch  engages 
the  very  ser'ous  att^nt'en  of  these  responn'blo  for  the  shaping  of  policy 
to  tirds  '  anchurla  end  "ongolla. 


"There  h  .s  boon  a  rem.'.rkablo  inore  .se  of  lato  In  the  troubles 
i  rising  bet’  eon  the  t^o  countries  in  those  regions,  as,  for  Instance, 
the  construction  of  lines  nv.r.llel  to  the  South  (i.inohurla  Ri’.llp.'y,  In- 
nositlon  cf  Illegal  t.  xes,  dlscrlmln  >tory  treatment  of  foreign  freights,  the 
oil  eh..lo  mining  issue,  shooting  of  Januiese  nollcemen,  .nd  the  persecution 
of  Korei-.ns,  henover  n  dispute  .rises,  oxr-.gger.itcd  rcpoi-ts  r.re  put  Into  circula¬ 
tion,  .'ind  inluliclous  tnd  hoety  comments  made  by  the  press  further  oxaoerb''.to 
th.-.  fcrllngs  of  both  n  -tlons  against  each  other.  Th's  is  a  very  deplor’.blc  state 
of  things  for  tho  future  of  Slno-Jan ancse  relations. 
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•'China's  attitude  topp.rdr  JuPcn  rnd  other  countries  Ik.s  undergone 
c  mr.rked  chrJigo  s'nce  the  Vers  IJlcs  and  tho  '  o.shfngton  Conferences, 

The  spirit  of  srlf-dotemlnatlen  "hlch  manifested  Itself  do  remarit.'.bly 
after  the  world  war  spread  to  China,  -diorc  tho  n  .tioni.l  m' voment  for  the 
establishment  of  n.  ne”  ind'^tcndont  State  "1th  .i\ill  sovereignty  developed. 

In  n.  n'.tur.'.l  soquel  of  this  movement,  there  sprxg  u*  throughtout  that 
country  tho  rlghts-rcoovery  r.glt;it}on  of  an  oxtreno  ty»^  and  .on  cqiuUy 
oxtr-;oo  .'.nti-forolgn  raovoroent,  Many  of  the  outct.;nding  Issues  In  JVjichurln 
and  Vongolla  have  apparently  boon  excited  by  tho  n.atlon'^J.  movonont. 
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j.b  fe,  ho'over,  very  regrettable  to  note  that  the  attitude  "h^ch  China  has 
recently  been  adopting  torardn  Jaoan  betrays  mai»y  points  ’’hlch  run  counter 
to  the  spirit  of  the  national  fflovemont. 

'IST?iO  MID  CIATJ'iniC  JUSTICE 

"If  the  ro-’crs  pledged  their  sup  ort  to  the  moveniont  for  the 
establlshaont  of  a  ne"  State  at  the  ashington  Conference,  It  tos  because 
China  assured  the  Po- era  of  her  I'lll  and  ability  to  protect  foreign  lives 
and  prooerty  *n  her  cotmtry  "nd  nronlcod  them  not  to  extend  dlscrlnlnatory 
treatment  to  forcignera  and  for.'.ign  goods  In  rall'’ay  and  other  undertalrlng 
In  China.  hat  th>it  country  has  bean  doing  of  lato  folslfles  tliese  assurances. 
Shs  Is  relentless  In  censuring  others  ''hlle  neglecting  to  act  piooerly  herself. 
She  attenots  to  remidlate  all  treaties  which  sho  c.ocr;3  Jlsad.vnnt.'.geoua  to 
herself,  "Ithout  e'/en  taking  the  necessary  step  of  esourlr.g  the  consent  of  the 
other  party.  On  tne  other  hand,  sho  '»111  carry  out  '’hat  she  finds  advantageous 
to  herself.  In  dcfirnce  of  tmatv  obllpuilonn  ar.d  roaoonablo  protests  of  others. 
Such  Is  bv  no  means  thf  attit -do  of  a  Si  t'  !’'ch  is  tisi'y  r’lvo  to  'ts  O'u 
roBoonslblllty.  7t  '  ould  c.  cr.ac  of  wro-is  'nconsistency  If  China,  ''ho  "as 
the  victim  of  force  ’n  'nteniitior.r,l  ’  olltion,  uses  force  herself  against  the 
Fo'urs,  rhilo  claiming  justice  at  the  sane  timo.  For  China  to  shape  her 
course  in  this  Inconsistent  ’’ay  Is  tiuitanoimt  to  forfeiting  hor  right 
to  claim  tustlce.

"  I'ncons latency  of  this  kind  la  often  observable  in  the  attitude  of 
China  towards  Ju’^an.  Tot  Ithstondlng  the  fact  that  Chinn  rocogn'ses  'n 
treaty  Japan's  right  to  lease  land  In  K'.nchurla  and  Mongolia,  she  forbids 
hor  natlonrls  to  lease  ^t  to  Jn’cncso  under  '?a!n  of  severe  runishnont. 
Agn^n,  she  has  laid  parallel  lines  to  the  South  fl-.ncliurla  Rallvay  In 
doflanco  of  her  open  plodoe  and  ^n  disregard  of  JuPon's  repeated 
Protests.  Suck  acts  of  ’Md  fnlth  arc  not  calculated  to  enhance  China's 
reputation  as  an  indctx*ndcnt  State, 
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"Ja’v.n  hao  every  s.’njnatliy  ’'Ith  the  movement  for  the  est.xbllsh- 
ment  of  r.  now  state  In  China  rnd  I3  ready  to  render  every  possible 
help  to  mcko  It  a  uuccens,  but  sh-a  c.ainot  for  a  moment  tolerate 
any  attempt  to  tr’.raplo  on  Jn'cn's  rights  and  Interests,  'diich  arc 
vital  Importance  to  her  very  existence.  Tn  th'  cru' *  of  his  speech 
at  On.Jca  in  J9f8,  Enron  Pkld.eh.ara,  '’ho  was  then  out  c"  office, 
referring  to  the  lt.nchur!an  tJid  I'ongoltan  problem,  declr.rod  that  th-xio 
could  be  no  t^o  op In lono  among  the  Japanese  nooplo  as  to  tho  course  to 
ba  shaped  In  the  event  of  Chlaa  .arbitrarily  repudiating  the  treaty 
'Tlth  Janrn  ;nd  acting  in  such  a  nt'.mor  as  to  threot-n  Japan's  national 
existence  by  dior  garillng  lior  nest  of'’orta  .'nd  sacrifices.  Tn 
making  this  d  claivtlon,  T,  ron  Slildohar.a  voiced  the  sontinont  of  tho 
rholo  of  tho  la'^an;  so  nation."

"'^anchuria  and  ftongolJa  offer  a  singular  contrast  to  other  parts 
of  Chinese  territory,  for  there  not  on’y  is  neace  naln*alaed  but  natural 
resources  aie  developed  and  In  'untry  developed.  They  fom  tl»e  only 
safety  zone  In  China,  Hierc  30,000,000  Cnineso  can  live  in  security. 

It  Is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  It  is  due  to  Japan's  ef'orts  that 
f'anchurla  and  Mongolia  are  free  from  such  destructive  ’nrfare 
as  frequently  ha-TT-ses  other  narts  of  China  and  that  they  constitute  the 
only  safety  acre  .'n  the  rhole  of  Cn^iw.  But  for  Japan,  those 
territories  noi’ld  either  Iv.ve  pao.'.od  under  the  Ccauaunist  si -ay  or  have 
been  In  a  continual  state  of  coaMotion,  llVo  tha  main  provinces.  In 
consequence  of  tho  Insatiable  lust  for  'O  fr  bet  -een  rival  leaders. 

The  fact  that  there  'a  an  annual  Irflus  of  about  1,000,000  Chinese 
Into  Manohurla  end  Mongolia  from  ine  main  provinces  of  China—  from 
disturbed  regions  c3>x*olally--is  an  eloquaut  testimony  of  the  asser¬ 
tion  that  they  arc  the  safest  zone  for  tha  aaourity  of  Chinese  life 
and  nroperty,  and  that  Japanese  ontomricos  of  various  descriptions 
In  the  districts  along  tho  South  I'anchuria  Ra^’^av,  running  across  the 
great  plains  of  Uanchurla,  are  affording  muaerous  Chinese  opportunities 
for  their  aecurlty  of  livelihood,

I'Al’CIURIAr  PROS  ERITY  DUE  TO  JAFAJ? 

"The  enoruo'is  revenue  of  the  'HiVdan  Government  la  an  illustration 
of  the  improvement  of  the  conditions  of  living  anong  the  Chinese 
and  the  conseqtiont  gro'/th  of  their  taxpaying  carjaclty  as  the  result  of 
the  developed  inchistry  ^n  Manchuria  and  Mongolia,  for  vhlch  the  peace 
safeguarded  by  Ja  'an  during  tlie  past  t"ent’'-flve  years  and  the 
capital  Invested  by  her  arc  accountable,  hadeed,  Japan  has  not  cnly 
s./ivod  Manc^iurla  and  Mongolia  from  the  blight  of  T<arf.  re  but  has  noiltWled 
the  output  there  hundrads  of  tines  by  supolying  funds  to  'nf.uit 
industries  and  furnishing  thorn  vlth  advanced  Industrial  arts.  It' is 
obvious  that  Jnnon  has  nado  a  very  valuable  contribution  to  the 
devolooocnt  of  the  natural  resources  of  those  regions,  Tho  erol citation 
of  natural  resources  hao  been  for  the  mutual  benefit  of  Jupon  and  Chino. 
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
